Washington.—The United States 
Bureau of Forestry bus rpaebed the 
stage in its experiments looking to the 
reproduction of the famous “big 
trees" of California to mako the posi¬ 
tive announcement that, contrary to 
prevalent belief, this race of forest 
monarchs need not become extinct, 
but may be greatly multiplied. In a 
bulletin just issued it is said the trees 
seed freely, but that the seeds rarely 
germinate except when they fall 
where the ground had been burned 
lover.

REPLENISHING WORNOET SOILS. 

The American Consul General 
Germany, Frank H. Mason, in a re¬ 
cent report, states that there are in 
Germany ten experiment stations for 
agriculture, besides about twenty 
smaller establishments having labora¬ 
tories f< r the analysis of soils, prod¬ 
ucts at.d fertilizing materials, and 
give the farmers of the neighborhood 
prompt and exact information as to 
the special needs of their land and 
the most effective and economical 
means of meeting them. 

Professor Justus von Liebig demon¬ 
strated to the German people half a 
century ago the exact relation of plant 
life to potash, phosphoric acid and 
other elements, and it was he who 
turned the attention of his country, 
men to the science of fertilization. 
This line of thought came about by 
his study of the great nations of his¬ 
tory, who, after rising to the zenith 
of prosperity, fell into decline and 
ruin because of the fading of the soil 
fertility of the land. Analyses of 
these impoverished lands revealed the 
status of their more or less exhausted 
elements, and it was upon this that 
the scientist laid the foundations of a 
system of scientific fertilization ot 
soils in Germany. 

Professor Liebig showed his coun¬ 
trymen that barnyard manure, on 
which most German farmers had for 
centuries depended wholly as a ferti¬ 
lizing medium, contained in a limited 
proportion phosphoric acid, potash 
salts and nitrogen. The equilibrium 
which nature had originally created 
was destroyed through the enormous 
wastes of nitrates and other fertiliz¬ 
ing elements through the sewage of 
cities, aDd it was his plan to find ar¬ 
tificial means of supplying nitrogen, 
ptiospboric acid, potash and lime, 
each in the exact degree necessary. 

11 ia experiments for new supplies of 
the essential elements brought out 
the value of basic slag or cinder for 
the phosphoric acid; Germany’s de¬ 
posits of potash minerals, more espe¬ 
cially kainit, supplied the potash; 
the other indispensable element, ni¬ 
trogen, is supplied through the agen¬ 
cy of Chile saltpeter or sodium ni¬ 
trate. The fourth essential, lime, was 
cheap, abundant and easily obtained 
in Germany. 

The cultivated area of the empire is 
approximately 80,000,000 acres, on 
which there is spent annually about 
800,000,000 for artificial manures. The 
effect of this is to add from seven to 
ten times that sum to the valuo of the 
annual crops.—St. Louis .Journal of 
Agriculture.

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WHAT IS A GOOD HATCH? 

The above question is one often 
asked at this time of year, when 
breeders are shipping eggs the coun¬ 
try over, and the unsuccessful is try-* 
iug to find just what he is to expect. 
It would seem one should he satisfied 
with average results where eggs are 
incubated; on the average farm the 
hen with eight chicks is usually look¬ 
ed upon as having done well, and 
many breeders place their liability at 
this number, guaranteeing eight and 
no more. It would seem, then, that 
this was fair, but too many expect 
that because eggs have cost them from 
82 to 85 per sitting they should hatch 
nearly 100 per cent more chicks. 

Where flocks are properly maintain¬ 
ed, the results ure usually good, from 
seven to twelve chicks being a com 
men report. Where the eggs have 
been properly handled, infertile re¬ 
placed means extra work at both ends, 
but is eminently fair; but eight 
chicks would seem to he a number 
that should bar a replacement, except 
in cases of accidental or unusual con¬ 
ditions that might appear to he the 
fault of tlie one putting out the eggs.

Any cow in order to be a prolific 
yielder of milk must he a hearty eater 
with good digestive powers. 

Persistence in milking is more de¬ 
sirable than a large flow which in a 
short time suddenly decreases. 

A healthy cow in good condition 
generally makes higher colored butter 
than one in poor condition. 

While some fattening foods fed to 
dairy cows will help the milk, too 
much is detrimental to the cow and 
the milk.

1. Let the chicken house be thor¬ 
oughly sprayed three times i week 
with a solution of one teaspoouful of 
carbolic acid to the quart of water. 
A hand forco pump may be used for 
the purpose. 

2. Let every fowl by means of a 
small bellows be dusted with pyre- 
thum. 

li. Let the interior ot the house as 
soon as it is dry be painted with car- 
bolineum avenarius. This is the pro¬ 
cess to go through when the mites are 
; once started. It is sure death to 
them. When once removed they can 
be kept out by having the house thor¬ 
oughly clean and placing onion skins, 

| dogfennel, persimmon leaves, or, best 
of all, tansy upon the floor and in the 
nests, always using a fresh supply 
daily. 


CARE OF DAIRY COWS. 

Lovers of live stock can find much 
satisfaction in the statement made in 
a report which has been republished 
by the bureau of Animal Industry 
that in the housing and general care 
of dairy cows no foreign country 
shows, as a rule, in general practice 
any methods or conditions better than 
those found in America. The average 
conditions everywhere are bad enough, 
with opportunities for great improve, 
ment; but such improvement is being 
made as rapidly in the United States 
as anywhere. Nowhere else, it is 
stated, is there a better appreciation 
of the importance aud economy of 
abundant room, light, air, drains, 
comfort, cleanliness for cows. We 
hear much of the close relations be¬ 
tween the dairy cows and the homes 
of their owners in Holland and Switz¬ 
erland, connecting apartments, under 
the same roof, etc.; but the stables 
which are seen in the summer by 
tourists, converted into conservatories 
and rooms for weaving aud cheese 
curing are the exception and show 
places. Even the best of these, when 
visited in mid-winter, with the cattle 
in place, are often found dark, close, 
poorly ventilated, crowded and un¬ 
sanitary in many respects, although 
they may be kept clean. While the 
construction of cow stables generally 
in the dairy regions of the Old World 
is substantial, it is with little regard 
for light, ventilation and cleaning, 
and the labor necessary to keep them 
in decent condition would be regarded 
as impossible in the United States. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
received the report of an experiment 
made in England to determine the 
effects of the weather on the quality 
of milk. Over 1100 samples of milk 
have been examined during the last 
three years and comparison made with 
the rainfall records during the same 
period. While great variations were 
observed in different years, and in 
different periods of the same year, 
the results were considered as afford¬ 
ing no evidence whatever that exces¬ 
sively dry or excessively wet weather 
produced any influence upon the 
quality of milk.— Guy E. Mitchell in 
Chicago Live Stock Journal.

KEEPING UP THF. PLANT FOOD SUPPLY. 

A great deal of experimental work 
lias been done in the study of the va¬ 
rious fertilizer ingredients aud their 
effects upon plants. The results of 
these experiments, supplemented by 
actual tests in the field and by results 
reported by practical farmers, have 
demonstrated the fact that soils differ 
widely in their natural supply of 
theso ingredients. 

i’he farmer seldom has sufficient in¬ 
formation to select for himself the 
fertilizers that will bring him the 
greatest yields with the lenst outlay 
of money. He has not studied the 
capacity of his land; he does not 
know its weakness—the element of 
plant food lacking; he does not know 
its strength—tlie surplus element that 
the soil may, by nature, contain. 

It is practicable in most instances 
to increase the live stock interests of 
the farm, but even such increase of 
animals kept will not furnish the re 
quired amount of plant food to in 
crease the yield of crops on thin land 
This deficiency may be made good by 
an intelligent selection of commercial 
fertilizers and by a judicious use of 
the same in growing leguminous crops 
iu a system of rotation with grain 
crops. 

On heavy land it is practical to use 
the commercial fertilizer with the 
manure, that is, spread the manure 
over a wider territory aud along with 
it use the commercial fertilizer. —

Another 100 feet of front should 
also be added to the old site.

The leaders 
demanded an Immediate supply of bread and corn, and, In 
reply, the manager of the estate, thinking he was strong 
enough to overpower the mob, ordered his servants to fire 
upon the crowd with rifles and revolvers. By force of 
numbers the defenders of the house were beaten, and the 
peasants broke down the door of the granary, and helped 
themselves to all the grain they could find. Later they 
ransacked the house, and other houses in the neighbor¬ 
hood, and many of the landlords and their managers were 
killed.”

This experiment was made 
by Standfuss on from six to seven 
thousand cocoons and chrysalides, and 
lie succeeded in obtaining the greater 
portion of the species of the past as 
well ns some of the new species, and 
this to such a degree that he could

COLORS VARIED AT WILL 


A discovery of the greatest import¬ 
ance to zoology, nothing less, in fact, 
than the production of varieties of but¬ 
terflies simply by the use of changes 
of temperature of the chrysalides and 
cocoons, is announced in Nuovn Antol- 
ogia of Rome. Such experiments are 
peculiarly interesting, in view of the 
recent work and theories of Professor 
Hugo De Vries, of Amsterdam, on the 
subject of species and variation. 

For a long time work ln zoology lias 
been centered upon classification, but 
now the study lias become an experi¬ 
mental one, and in this new road Pro 
fessor Standfuss, of Zurich, has ob¬ 
tained some remarkable results. It 
seems that certain species of butter 
flies have successive and different gen¬ 
erations, the chrysalides of the vanessa 
lavana, for example, producing ln the 
spring a butterfly which deposits Its 
egg in summer, and from which there 
Is born in the same year a butterfly 
which differs entirely ln form and col¬ 
or from the first generation. Now, If 
we submit the autumn egg to a high 
temperature 80 degrees Fahrenheit the

AN INTREPID BALLOONIST. 

He Secured Valuable Photographs ol 
Egyptian Landscape. 

Captain Spelterini, an intrepid Ital¬ 
ian, bears the proud title of being tho 
foremost balloonist in the world, says 
the Philadelphia Record. There is a 
difference between a flying machine 
and a balloon, and Captain Spelterini, 
with a record of 532 air voyages, in 
which he carried a sum total of over 
1.2P0 passengers, lias been satisfied to 
confine his attention to the old and 
readier means of locomotion through 
the air rather than devote himself to 
the ever-living and ever-failing 'flying 
machine. Spelterini is a recognized 
expert in aeronautic science. As such 
he lias been engaged by the military 
authorities of several European nations 
and in regard to the possibilities of the 
balloon in time of war Spelterini can 
speak volumes. He has also been util¬ 
ized by scientists. He has journeyed 
over the Alps and obtained photo¬ 
graphs from the balloon which pos- 
sessed great topographic value. In 
1889-DO, when Vesuvius was in the 
coure of violent eruption, he made a 
famous voyage directly above the blaz¬ 
ing crater, accompanied by several re¬ 
nowned geologists. In all his balloon¬ 
ing carter Captain Spelterini lias es¬ 
caped serious accident, except on one 
occasion, when he was dumped into 
the Mediterranean Sea near the Island 
of Capri. 

East year he determined to take an 
air voyage over Cairo and the Egyp¬ 
tian pyramids, and to take photographs 
from the balloon, a rather delicate per¬ 
formance. He rose from the Esbekijo 
gardens, in Cairo, and liis balloon, the 
Stella, circled over the quaint Moham¬ 
medan city with its mosques and min¬ 
arets. It was then swept southward 
toward the pyramids of Gizeh. On 
this voyage Spelterini obtained a fine 
photograph of the famous tomb of the 
Caliphs. 

He made a second voyage and was 
this time swept over the Sphinx and 
the great pyramids of Cheops. lie 
again obtained line photographs of this 
waste and myth-haunted region. The 
photographs not only possess an inter¬ 
est to the laymen, because they show 
what striking monuments of ancient 
grandeur the pyramids are, towering, 
even as seen from a balloon, liign in 
the air, but they are extremely valua¬ 
ble to the topographer, giving graph¬ 
ically, as uothing else can. the general 
formation of the land. Captain Spel¬ 
terini Intends in the near future to 
make several voyages over the Swiss 
glaciers, thereby affording himself a 
unique pleasure and adding something 
at the same time to geological science.

OLDEST ALTAR IN AMERICA. 

Interesting Antiquities at Tlaseala in 
Mexico. 

Many Americans with the two His¬ 
torical dates of 1007 aiul 1630 firmly 
fixed in their minds may be surprised 
to learn that for nearly a century be¬ 
fore the days of Jamestown and Plym¬ 
outh Rock, Christian altars had been 
standing on this side of the gre.U 
waters. The daring Spaniards followed 
i close after the great dsicoverer and 
j braved the seas in search of treasure. 

I So it was that the intrepid Cortez 
; marched upon Montezuma's capital 
after burning his ships behind him at 
| Vera Cruz. Here at Tlaseala, twenty 
| miles north of I’uebla and loss than 
fifty miles east of Mexico City, Cortez 
found stanch allies. Their four chiefs 
lie baptized from a huge black lava 
j font. Each of these rulers had a 
| key to the great treasure chest, which 
j can still be seen, an enormous affair 
I having four locks. Here is also shown 
] the banner Cortez carried in his eon- 
| quest, and afterward presented the 

laseal^ns for their loyally. It is 
about ten feet long and forked at the 
end: Us fine and heavy silk was once 
a beautiful crimson. The Tlasealans 
i have again and again refused almost 
fabulous sums offered for it on behalf 
of Spain. These natives throughout 
the country cling with a wonderful 
tenacity to any such relic, for, in their 
eyes, it is supremely sacred. At the 
time of Cortez, Tlaseala was an im¬ 
portant city. Charles V. of Spain 
signed the grant of arms to the city, 
while Phillip II. affixed his signature 
to the city charter at Barcelona May 
’0, 1585. 

The church of San Francisco, the 
original one built by order of Cortez, 
is in good preservation, having been 
well cared for. On the pulpit in the 
i chapel is found tills unique inserip- 
I tion: "Aqul tube principle el Santo 
j Evangelio en este nuevo mundo." 
I (“Here the ltoly gospel had a hegin- 
I ning in the new world.”) Like tho in- 
i terior of all Mexican churches, this 
j chapel is highly decorated, being espo- 
I cially rich iti elaborate statues.—The 
I Pilgrim.

All railroad men qualified to speak 
on tho subject in a responsible way 
are likely to agree with President 
Samuel Spencer of the Southern Rail¬ 
way when he says: “There is no di¬ 
vision of opinion us to the desirability 
j of stopping all secret or unjustly dis- 
, criminatory devices ami practices of 
whatsoever character.” 

Mr. Spencer, in speaking of “un¬ 
justly discriminatory” rates ami de¬ 
vices, makes a distinction which is at 
! once apparent to common sense. 
There may bo discrimination in 
freight rates which is just, reasonable 
and imperatively required by the 
; complex commercial aud geographical 
conditions witli which expert rate 
makers have to deal. To abolish such 
open and honest discrimination might 
paralyze the industries of cities, 
States and whole sections of our na¬ 
tional territory. 

This distinction between just aud 
unjust discrimination is clearly rec¬ 
ognized in tlie conclusions of tho In¬ 
ternational Railway Congress, pub¬ 
lished yesterday: 

! “Tariffs should he based on commercial prin¬ 
ciples, taking into account the special eondi- 
| tion which bear upon the commcreHMl value of 
; the services rendered. With the reservation 
that rates shall be charged without arbitrary 
discrimination to all shippers alike under like 
conditions, the making of rates should ns far 
» s possible have all the elasticity necessary to 
peimit the development of the traffic and to 
produce the greatest results to the public ami 
j to tlie railroads themselves.” 

The present proposal is, as Mr. 
YValkor D. llinos of Louisville showed 
in liis remarkable testimony the other 
day before the Senate Committee at 
Washington, to crystallize flexible and 
justly discriminatory rates into fixed 
Government rates which cannot be 
changed except by the intervention of 
some Government tribunal, and by 
this very process to increase “tho 
temptutiou to depart from the pub¬ 
lished rate and tlie lawful rate in or¬ 
der to meet some overpowering and 
urgent commercial condition.’’—Now 
Y'ork Sun.

THE COST OF LIVING. 

Pnrchnsini' Power of n Dollar To-day 
and from 1890 to 1900. 

All important food articles except 
sugar and coffee are higher at the 
present time than the average for tlie 
10-year period from 1890 to 1900. says 
a writer in Pearson's. In looking back 
upon the course of prices since 1890 
it is interesting to discover (from fig¬ 
ures compiled by the government) that 
in that year $1 would buy seven and 
four-fifths pounds of fresh beef, while 
to-day it will purchase only six and 
four-fifths pounds. That amount of 
money in 1890 would buy ten pounds 
of. salt beef; to-day nine pounds. Of 
salt pork in 1890 it would buy nine 
and a half pounds; to-day a little over 
seveh pounds. One dollar in 1890 
would purchase seven and a quarter 
pounds of chickens; to-day loss than 
six and a quarter pounds, it would 
buy ten pounds of fresh lisli In 1890: 
to-day nine and a third pounds. In 
1890 it would pay for live dozen and 
four eggs; to-day for only four dozen 
and three. One dollar in 1890 «,.uU'. 
buy nearly 17 quarts of milk; to-day- 
less than 16 quarts. It would purchase 
in 1S90 four and a quarter pounds of 
butter: to-day only three and three- 
quarter pounds. One dollar in 1890 
was a fair equivalent for sLx and a 
third pounds of cheese; to-day it will 
purchase half a pound less. 

To-day 81 will buy less than eight 
and a half pounds of lard; In 1S90 it 
would pay for nearly 11 pounds. Of 
cornmeal to-day you can purchase for 
that sum 38Vi pounds; in 1890 you 
could get 4 CVj pounds. When it is con 
sidered that the average American 
family whose income does not exceed 
$1,200 spends nearly 45 per cent of its 
entire income on toad, it is easily seen 
how great a difference is made by a 
rise in prices of 10 to 25 cents on every 
dollar’s worth of edible supplies, cover¬ 
ing meats, vegetables and practically 
all other eatables. As compared with 
the average prices governing during 
tlie period from 1 .'JO to 1900 it is reck¬ 
oned by tho United States Bureau of 
Labor that hams and salt beef have 
gone up 12 per cent, salt pork and 
bacon 32 per cent, lard .35 per cent, 
fresh vegetables 13 per cent, cornmeal 
1(5 per cent, crackers 19 per cent. New 
Orleans molasses 20 per cent, beans 
31 per cent, herrings 31 per cent, salt 
21 per cent, pepper 72 per cent and 
currants 121 per cent.
